Daily rainfall for December 
25 was .55 inch; for December 
29, 1.50 inches; for December 
30, .28 inch; for December. 31, 
.14 inch. Rainfall for the season 
at the end of 1941 totaled 8.19 
inches, as compared with 16.96 
inches for the same pericd at 
the close cf 1940.

A.—The law states that “It shall 
be unlawful for any pedestrian who 
is intoxicated to such an extent as 
to create a hazard to himself or 
others to walk upon any roadway.”

Everything for Defense— 
And Nothing More 


Millions for defense, but not one cent for polities! 


Neatly summed up in modern paraphrase, that represents 
the policy which the state legislature plans to follow in al- 
locating funds for the California State Guard and other war- 
time activities, according to leaders of the two houses. 

When the legislators reconvene their special session at 
Sacramento on Jan. 12, after their joint senate-assembly com- 
mittee has had a chance to inquire into the state’s war needs, 
the lawmakers hope to be ready to adopt a definite, full- 
fledged defense program with adequate safeguards thrown 


around it to prevent any possibility of political profiteering. 

There will be no stinting on necessary funds for the State 
Guard, fire patrols, civilian defense, or other emergency re- 
quiremenys, legislative spokesmen assert. If millions are 
needed, millions will be voted, but a majority of the mem- 
bers in both houses will insist on a check-rein on expendi- 
tures to make certain that the taxpayers’ funds are not 
squandered. ‘ 

Refusal of the legislature at its session last week to give 
the State Guard $17,500,000 and sugment the emergency 
fund by $10,000,000, as requested by Governor Olson. in his 
special session call, was due, in part, to the fact that the 
legislators felt no program had been presented, nor no neces- 
sity shown, for such a huge appropriation. But more im- 
portant, the recent relief fiaseo, with its padded payrolls 
and gigantic patronage machine, was still fresh in their 
minds. 

Consequently, the lawmakers voted a temporary appro- 
priation to replenish the emergency fund and carry on the 
work of the State Guard, but refused to commit themselves 
to a long-term program, with a large appropriation, until 
they had an opportunity to cheek with military authorities 
as to what the federal government wants done—and how 
they want it handled. 

If it is determined that Uncle Sam intends to withdraw 
soldiers and marines from their work of guarding defense 
industries, transportation facilities, light and power plants, 
public buildings, ete., then the lawmakers are agreed that a 
permanent police guard or State Guard must be maintained 
to do the job. But if, on the other hand, the army intends 
te carry on with this work and simply wants the state to be 
equipped to handle disaster relief, it is possible that only a 
sinall, full-time State Guard will be maintained. This, how- 
ever, would be augmented by a large Home Guard, composed 
largely of World war veterans—and numbering perhaps 
50,000 or 100,000 men—to serve in emergencies when called 
upon. 

When it comes to providing California with an adequate 
defense program, there isn’t a dissenting member in the 
state legislature, regardless of party affiliations or past dif- 
ferences. On that score there is absolute unity. But the 
boys are all-fired determined to keep the program from turn- 
ing into a war-time replica of SRA. That’s the rub!—Clem
